requests the Presiding Judge to grant it leave to amend its

above-referenced application (File No. BPED-890412MJ) as set

forth herein.

This amendment is being filed to update information

concerning BBN's broadcast interests and applications as

required by Section 1.65 of the Commission's Rules. The



amendment reports that (1) the application of BBN for a new

non-commercial educational FM station at Fort Smith,

Arkansas (File No. BPED-900816MA) was granted pursuant to

Memorandum Opinion & Order, FCC 92M-734, released JUly 1,

1992; and (b) BBN's application for a new non-commercial

educational FM station at Noblesville, Indiana, was denied

by the full Commission on comparative grounds pursuant to

Memorandum Opinion & Order, FCC 92-307, released July 22,

1992, which denied BBN's Application for Review.

Good cause exists for this amendment. It is required

by section 1.65 of the Rules. The amendment also meets the

test set forth in Erwin O'Conner Broadcasting Co., 22 FCC 2d

140, 143 (Rev. Bd. 1987). That is: (a) it was presented

with due diligence; (b) it is involuntary; (c) no new

parties or issues are required; (d) no disruption of the

proceeding will occur; (e) no party will be prejudiced; and

(f) no comparative advantage will accrue to the amending

applicant.

WHEREFORE, good cause having been shown, BBN

respectfully requests the Presiding Judge to grant it leave
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to amend and accept the attached amendment to its pending

application.
